QATH OF ALLEGIANCE IS REFUSED 


American Commander’s Action in Re- 
fusing Cubans in the Line of 
March May Bring on a Con- 
flict with United States 
Troops. 


Chicago, December 29.—A special cable to 
The Tribune from Havana says that start- 
ling rumors are flying about tonight and 
are given credence by excited crowds 
thronging the streets. 

It was reported early this evening that 
General Mariano Menoca] and his Cuban 
forces at La Paya had been asked to take 
the oath of allegiance to the United States 


and had refused. 

The news that Cuban soldiers had refused 
to take the oath of allegiance was cheered 
by the crowd and mounted insurgents scat- 
tered through the town, telling the people 
in the streets that General Menocal had 
withdrawn his troops from La Paya and 
taken to the field. 

This story, regardless of 
falsity, is chiefly worthy of serious atten- 


its truth or 
tion because of the eagerness with which it 
is received by the crowds who insisted upon 
{ts truth. They justified General Menocal’s 
report on the sensationa] action. 


No Cubans in Parade.

The feeling in Havana tonight is intense. 

The United States flag was torn down 
from many thouses in the lower districts 
tonight. 

The upper-class Cubans sent cablegrams 
without number today to President McKin- 
ley begging him to interfere. Cablegrams 
have been sent broadcast over the United 


States asking for public meetings and ap-- 


pealing to the common sense and justice of 
the American people. 

The Cuban leaders are doing everything 
possible to prevent an outburst, but say 
that if Genera] Brooke’s command is car- 
ried out, not only will they be helpless, but 
they will think whatever happens to have 
@®een caused by what they consider the ar- 
bitrary and unjust action of the United 
States. 

Judge Advocate Charles Gould, of the 
American commission, today cabled Pres- 
ident McKinley that there is intense un- 
easiness hese, and advising that the Cubans 
be permitted to participate in the evacua- 
tion ceremonies. 

Late tonight no word had been received 
from the president regarding the matter. 

Hooting American Soldiers. 

The more excitable of the population of 
Havana's lower districts are beginning to 
hoot the American soldiers. The higher 
class of Cubans are bitterly chagrined and 
Gisappointed at the turn affairs have taken. 
They hardly know what to say or do. Their 
plans were to have 1,000 picked men, the 
flower of the insurgent army, march into 
Havana January ist—soldiers who came into 
camp at Las Palmas and Amriano with the 
understanding that they were marching to 
Havana for evacuation day. They bought 
new uniforms in honor of the occasion, The 
streets have been amply decorated. 

Spain has now been driven out, buf the 
Quban soldier must not enter. The Cubans 
compromised on origina] plans two days 


ago. It was said the soldiers might enter 


on the second proximo. Five days of re- 
joicing was planned. Tie people of Havana 
planned a great feast for the soldiers. Gen- 
eral Brooke, who is supposed to act under 
instructions from Washington, said the ar- 
rangement could not be carried out. 

The next few days may mean peace or 
war between the insurgents and the United 
States. The Cubans said they begged not 
to be driven away from the United States 

Five Days of Rejoicing Arranged. 

Last night a meeting of the patriotic com- 
mittees was held and this morning a depu- 
tatfon consisting of Dr. Juan Ofarrio, Fred- 
rico Mora, Angelo Cowley, Emilio Nunez 
and Alfredo Zayas, waited upon General 
Ludlow to ask whether no portion of the 
programme might be carried out. General 
Nunez, acting as the spokesman of the dep- 
utation, handed General Ludlow a written 
copy of a programme of six days’ festivi- 
ties. It provided for the following: 

On the first day a general ringing of bells; 
on the second, a parade of Cuban soldiers, 
followed by a dinner; on the third, a civic 
procession; on the fourth, publfe assem- 
blages and speeches; on the fifth, a carni- 
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BRITISH TROOPS ATTACKED. 


REBELS OPEN FIRE ON A DETACH- 
MENT OF SOLDIERS. 


An Engagement Becomes Spirited and 
Over a Hundred Men Are 
Killed. 


Calcutta, December 29.—Advices received 
here from British east Africa say that on 
November 10th a force of rebels attacked a 
detachment of thirty men belonging to the 
Twenty-seventh Baluchis, commanded by 
Lieutenant Hannynton, which was march- 
ing to Masindi. A native officer and tweive 
men were killed and nine men were wound- 
ed, including Lieutenant Hannynton, who 
was shot through the right arm and had 
his left hand shattered by a bullet. 

The rear guard repulsed the enemy and 
the wounded were conveyed fourteen miles 
to Kisalizi, on the western shore of Lake 
which place was held by a com- 
pany of Baluchis. The rebels lost 100 men. 

Later the rebe!s attacked Kisalizi and 
lost twenty-five men. The casualties on 
the British side were two men wounded. 
Troops were dispatched to pursue the 
rebels. 

The Baluchis engaged originally belonged 
to Colonel Martyr's expedition, which left 
Uganda in October, going in the direction 
of the Nile, with the object of joining 
General Kitchiner’s forces. The Baluchis 
were left behind in Unyore in order to dis- 
perse of the remnant of the Soudanese force 
which rebelled under MacDonald and took 


refuge at Unvore. 


GEN. MERRITT CENSURES RIOS. 


American Declares Spaniard Had No 
Right To Surrender. 


Chicago, December 29.—Major General 
Wesley Merritt, who is spending the holi- 
days in this city, was very much surprised 
to hear of the surrender of Iloilo by Gen- 
eral Rios to the insurgents. General Mer- 
ritt believes the surrender may have been 
an intentional move on the part of the 
Spaniards make it difficult for the 
United States to gain control of the Philip- 
pine islands, x 

“It of course, impossible,’’ continued 
General Merritt, ‘‘to predict what bearing 
this move will have on the ultimate d‘sposi- 
tion of the islands. General Rios had no 
right to surrender to the insurgents unless 
indeed his command was on the verge of 
starvation or in Some equally tight place. 
When Manila fell all the islands in the 
archipelago went with it, and though the 
surrender then made on paper might not 
have amounted to much and might have 
been terminated should the Spanish have 
felt themselves sufficiently strong, yet the 
signing of the protocol some six days later 
prevented any further movements, either 
on the part of the Americans to gain fur- 
ther contro] of the islands or on the part of 
the Spanish to attempt to wrest any of the 
surrendered territory from their victors. 
Consequently Rios’s only move have been 
to turn over Iloilo to the United States 
troops. 

“The idea the insurgents have is that the 
more territory they can assert that they 
hold the better their claim to the right of 
independence when the time comes for them 
to treat with the United States regarding 
mode of government.”

CHICAGO HAS BRIDGE JUMPER.

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CABLES FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Government Will Buy Vessel To Lay 
Wires Between the Islands. 

New. York, 29.—Colonel Kim- 
ball, of the quartermaster’s department 
in the Army building, has received orders 
from the war department to secure at once 
an iron ship of from 1,000 to 1,200 tons for 
us@ as a cabie ship to lay cable to connect 
the islands of the Philippines. 

The department has already 
this purpose 166 miles of marine 
weighing 525 tons.* The cable will 
about 6,50 cubic feet for colling. The 
bie is to be coiled in skeleton tanks in dif- 
ferent hoids of the vessel. 

The cable ship must accommodate on the 
forward deck the “giving out’? machinery, 
which will weigh from fifteen to twenty 
tons, and the accessories, weighing from 
five to ten tons. In the after hold will be 
fitted out the quarters for the crew of 
twenty men. This space will be used for 
coa]’ on the way out. 

The ship will be kept on station as a 
cable ship, or can, if necessary, be used as 
a transport. She is to be secured at once.

Was Known in Covington. 

Covington, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)— 
It develops that the shortage of 8. L. 
Almand, who left here between suns a 
few days since, will reach many thousand 
doliars, variously estimated at between 
$15,000 and $40,000, certainly not less than 
$15,000, 

Tt is said that his heaviest creditors are 
rhe Marietta Guano Company, of Atlanta; 
Baldwin Fertilizer Company, Port Royal, 
S. C.; the Southern Pacific Guano Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, and the Gate City Oil 
Company, of Atlanta. 

He was manager here of the Gate City 
einnery. He dealt heavily in cotton and 
cotton seed. He is said to owe farmers all 
over this and adjoining counties for cotton 
seed. 

His plan, it seems, was to give each man 
a due bill on the Gate City Oil Company’s 
blanks, telling them that the company 
would deposit the money in the bank here 
in a short while and redeem the due bills. 

He is said to have caught one farmer 
for $400 for seed, and he owed one livery 
firm here $375 for buggy hire, which he used 
in the spring selling guano. 

Mr. Thomas Sword was a victim to the 
extent of a carload of cotton seed which 
Almand bought a day or two before he 
left. He bought them for the Gate City 
Oil Company, of Atlanta, but he is said 
to have shipped them to the mijl at Con- 
yers. Sword become uneasy and sent a 
man to Conyers to see Almand. Almand 
gave him a check for $75 and promised to 
bring the balance to Covington the next 
day. 

Sword deposited the check in Atlanta 
and it was turned down, as there were no 
funds on hand. By that time Almand was 
gone and Sword loses the whole amount. 
Almand lived in Conyers. 

The Story from Conyers. 

Conyers, Ga., December 29.—(Special.)—S. 
Lafayette Almand no doubt owes a great 
many small amounts here and it is rumored 
that his downfall] {1s due to gmbling and 
possibly he has dealt in futures. His father 
is Elder John F. Almand, a man of good. 
Standing and wel] to do as to this world’s 
goods, and 8S. Lafayette Almand grew to 
manhood, being known as a hard working, 
economical, thrifty young man, well liked 
and trusted by every one. A bout four 
years ago he was put in charge of the bus!- 
ness of John Oliver, of the Southern Cotton 
Seed and Oil Company, at Covington, Ga., 
where he made to all appearances a won- 
derful success of the business there and in 
1897 he built a beautiful home in Conyers, 
where he resided in an apparently happy 
manner with a devoted wife and two happy 
children, a boy three and a half years old 
and a girl six years old. His leaving Con- 
yers Thursday, December 15th, apparently 
to attend the Jubilee, excited no comment, 
as he was continually going from Conyers 
to Covington and Atlanta and was in At- 
lanta and seen Ist by his Conyers friends 
on the 15th of December. Only slight com- } 
ment has been created here by strangers, 
to whom he is no doubt indebted, making 
inquiries about him. He has sold guano 
extensively at Covington and Conyers this 
year and bought and shipped quite a num- 
ber of cattle. To his most intimate friends 
he has never given the slightest intimation 
that he was in any ffinancial or other 
trouble and when it was learned here last 
night that he was arrested in the far west 
and was on his way back home his friends 
and family were astonished.

Senator Morrill Wanted To Die 
a Member U, §, Senate. 


VERMONT POLITICS UPSET 


Successor to the Aged Senator Will Be 
Inieresting Event, 


ENTIRE STATE SuATE NOW BROKEN 


Grout Brothers, One a Governor, the 
Other a Congressman, Are the 
Leading Candidates Now 
for the Vacant 
Seat.

Washington, December 29.—(Special.)— 
The death of the aged senator from Ver- 
mont is chiefly interesting from a political 
standpoint because of the fact that it brings 
on a race for the senatorship from that 
state earlier than had been expected by the 
men who manipulate republican politics 
up there. The republicans in Vermont had 
grown so used to re-electing Senator Mor- 
rill at the end of each six-year period that 
it is second nature with them, and I under- 
stand that al] of the political calculations 
for the next four years have been made 
with this end still in view. The old senator 
himself, though he ‘had attained the age of 
eighty-eight years, was quietly shaping 
things so as to eliminate the possibility of 
Opposition at the end of his term—which 
had until 1903 to run—if any such possibility 
existed, and the people of the state had 
grown to believe that the senator would 
run on forever. 

His Ambition Gratified. 

It was Senator Morrill’s ambition to die 
a member of the senate. He has had his 
ambition gratified, though, naturally, the 
fulfillment of it came sooner than he had 
hoped. It always does in such cases; men 
ready to die are exceedingly scarce, no mat- 
ter to what age they have attained. 

The successorship to Senator Morrill is 
believed here to be monopolized by the 
Grout family. In other words, the new 
senator will probably be either Congress- 
man W. W. Grout, who has been a promi- 
nent member of the house for a number of 
years, or Hon. Josiah Grout, who is gover- 
nor of the state. Not that there is to be a 
contest between the two, for hey are broth- 
ers, but that the legislature of the state is 
pretty certain to select one or the other, 

Here in Washington the feeling is strong 
that the congressman has, by his long ser- 
vice, earned the promotion to the senate 
which ought theoretically to come as the 
result of just that kind of service. In the 
early days of the republic, about which his- 
torians and old-timers have so much to say, 
the senate was regarded as the legitimate 
ambition of every member of the lower 
house and the senatorial plum was almost 
invariably given to the man who, by his 
able service in the lower house, had demon- 
strated his usefulness and ability as a 
iegislator. But that was before senatorial 
seats were wont to go to the man with the 
biggest barrel. In those days, if tradition 
tells us aright, the impression which a man 
made upon the national capital had much 
to do with his elevation to the senate. In 
these days what Washington may or may 
not think of a man cuts very little figure 
with his constituents. Indeed, to be well 
thought of in Washington ts often a detri- 
ment rather than otherwise. 

What Washington Thinks. 

In the Vermont case Washington’s verdigt 
would, as I ‘have said, be strongly in favor 
of Congressman Grout, but the governor is 
said to be the probable winner. In another 
senatoria] race now on Washington has 
even more decided preferences, but from 
present indications the wishes of the people 
here are likely to meet with disappointment 
as they have often in similar cases. I refer 
to the race out in Wisconsin, where Repre- 
sentative Babcock is one of the leading 
aspirants for the senatorial plum. 

Congressman Babcock seems to possess 
all of the qualifications for the gsenatorship, 
even including the large barrel which is 
such an essential feature in senatorial 
Struggles in the northern states. He has 
had long experience as a member of the 


k house and he hag been useful to his party 


as chairman of the republican congressional 
committee. Wadshington, official and unoffi- 
Cial, is: particularly interested in his can- 
didacy because as chairman of the house 
committee on the District of Columbia hea 
has been a very important factor in Wash- 
ington affairs, and I think it a safe bet that 
if the election were to be held here instead 
of. before the legislature up at Madison the 
next senator would be Congressman Bab- 
cock. 
The Probable Winner. 

In Wisconsin, however, a different senti- 
ment prevails and another man stands the 
best show to win. He is J. V. Quarles, one 
of the most brilliant lawyers of Wisconsin 
and a man who has for years been one of 
the wheel horses of the republican party. 

There are an even half-dozen avowed 
candidates for the senatorship, the three 
most prominent being Quarles, Babcock and 
former Congressman Stevenson. Each has 
a very distinctive personality and al] three 


have been prominent for years in the 
politics of the state. Stevenson is a man 


of immense wealth, and is currently re- 
ported to have set aside, in one pile, a quar- 
ter of a million dollars to help along his 
senatorial boom. 

A member of the Wisconsin congressional 
delegation who has given an insight into 
the conditions preaviling in the State, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the fact of the 
Stevenson barrel being on tap would not 
materially better the chanres of the former 
congressman, because his managers have 
been so open in talking about the barrel 
that his opponents have been able to point 
to him and cry out “‘boodler;” but the Ste- 
venson men are inclined to believe that 


\like a probability, 


this cry, which they declare, is pure hy- | 


pocracy, coming from the friends of any 
of the other candidates, will help, rather 


than ‘hurt their man. 

There are 112 republicans out of 133 mem- 
bers of the Wisconsin legislature. Of those 
known to have pledged their votes, Quarles 
undoubtedly has the greater number. Bab- 
cork is regarded as second and Stevenson 
third. Three other men, Judge Webb, 
former Congressman Cook and Lieutenant 
Governor Baensch, each have a few votes 
but none of these have very great hopes, 
except in the failure of one of the three 
leading candidates to win after a prolonged 
contest. 

There Is Apparent Harmony. 

But this does not seem to be anything 
for the reason that 
there are no bitter differences among the 
friends of the three leading candidates.It 
is generally understoog here that when it 
is demonstrated that he himself cannot 
win, either Quarles, Stevenson or Bab- 
cock would prefer that one of the others 
should get the plum rather than have it gO 
to some of the lesser lights who have been 
mentioned, or to some dark horse who 
hasn't sufficient prominence to have even 
Secured mention where candidates are so 
p.entiful. The farct that he is believed to 
have a good strong lead and that his can- 
didacy is being managed by so shrewd a 
politician as ‘‘Long’’ Jones, who will be 
remembered as once something of a leader 
among Illinois republicans, makes the 
Shrewdest observers believe that Quarles 
is the man who is to be the colleague of 
the brilliant Spooner. And that means, if 
Quarles developes into anything like as 
Strong a senator as he is a lawyer, that 
Wisconsin will certainly be splendidly rep- 
resented in the United States. senate. 
There is no stronger man in that body 
than Senator Spooner. 

Some Other States. 

January will see senatorial elections in 
a number of states. In some of these there 
are interesting complications, while in oth- 
ers the results have aiready been either 
determined or practically so. 

In New York, where it was expected 
there would be a lively scramble, it is set- 
tled that the representative of the Vander- 
bilt interest, Mr. Chauncey Depew, will be 
named by: Senator Platt. 

In Pennsylvania, the opponents of Sena- 
tor Quay are still keeping up a good dea] 
of talk, but it looks as if Quay has an easy 
thing on his hands. Enough repubiicans 
will go into the caucus and abide -by its 
decision to insure his’ election... What 
promises he had to make to Magee or Mar- 
tin in order to secure this result, is im- 
possible to say; but it is pretty certain 
that he will have a walkover so far as the 
main thing is concerned, 

Over in the little borough of Delaware, 
“Gas” Addicks, of highly unpleasant no- 
toriety, claims to have a majority of the 
republicans pledged to him, and that claim 
has resulted in the talk of independent ac- 
tion on the part of enough republicans to 
secure the election of some good man. The 
man generally picked out as a possible win- 
ner in such a combination is Senator Gray, 
who seems to have something of a personal 
following,. and at.the same time the re- 
spect of everybody in the senate, irrespect- 
ive of his or their political views. Stranger 
things have happened than the re-election 
of Gray, who a year ago was not consid- 
ered a possibility, no matter which party 
should be victorious in the state.

Nearly Two Thousand Spanish Troops 
March Out of Havana. 

Havana, December 29,—About 1,600 Span- 
ish troops left Havana from the vicinity 
of the palace, the arsenal, Morro castle and 
Cabanas fortress for Guanajay yesterday. 

Two companies of the Pennsylvanians, 
under Major Mayer, went to Mariel yes- 
terday. 

Colonel Seyburn, of the Two Hundred and 
Second New York regiment, raised the 
American flag yesterday over the munici- 
pal building at Mariel in the presence of 
a number of notable persons and the people 
of the town. He made a speech in Eng- 
lish, which was interpreted into Spanish, 
in the course of Which he said; 

“In this solemn act you must not see 
any meaning except paternal love and pro- 
tection, never domination. We do not wish 
to see differences between parties. Al] Cu- 
bans ought to unite with us so as to re- 
create Cuba. 

‘In the name of my government and na- 
tion. 1 assure you that in proceeding this 
Way you will obtain a free and happy 
country.”’

DIVISION SURGEON ON THE WAR. 


He Declares That Losses Were Lighter 
Than Many Suspect. 

Omaha, Neb., December 29.—At today’s 
session of the Western Surgeons and Gyne- 
cologists’ Association Dr. J. P. Schooler, of 
Des Moines, Ia., who served as a division 
surgeon with the Iowa volunteers, was one 
Jf the speakers. He said: 

“An epidemic enveloped the camps of the 
whole country, but the results show an im- 
provement over .all other wars. Had the 
campaign continued until the troops could 
have been thoroughly seasoned, until the 
weak could have been weeded out, we could 
have given the world an unexampled ex- 
perience of-advancement, but the time was 
too brief for organization of the hospitals 
and medical corps.”’

References to the boer police- 
man elicited shouts of “Lynch him!”’ The 
meeting, however, was peaceful with the 
exception of a slight affray with the police 
at its conclusion. 

The newspapers publish venomous arti- 
cles on the subject. The boer organ, The 
Rand Post, on yesterday discussed the 
prospect of War with Great Britain and 
advised that on the first British act of war 
the women and children at Johannesburg 
be given twenty-four hours to leave, and 
that the whole place be then razed and 
that ‘“‘the perpetrauiors of these turbulent 
proceedings, if caught, should be thrown 
into the deep Shafts of their mines, with 
the debris of tneir machinery for costly 
shrouds,” and adding that ‘‘the whole of 
Johannesburg will exult ig the Afrikander 
ward ig converted into a gigantic rubbish 
heap, as a mighty tombstone for the shot- 
down authors of the monstrous deed,” 

The Pretoria Volkstein suggests that 
January 2d be observed as Jameson day, 
and that Dr. Jameson be burned in effigy. 


BASED ON DEEP PUBLIC FEELING

Trouble in Johannesburg Appears To 
Be Growing Greater. 

London, December 3v.—The Johannesburg 
correspondent of The Daily Mail, who ut- 
ters a Warning against the optimist reports 
cabled to London in the Krueger interest, 
Says: 

“Il have interviewed the British consul. 
who said that the Saturduy demonstration 
impressed him as based upon deep pudiie 
feeling, while deputation which pre- 
sented the petition was to his personal 
Knowledge composed of men of hig char- 
acter and standing. 

“Signs are multiplying that the Uitlander 
sentiment has been roused to the point of 
asserting claims for justice. The ex-reform 
leaders are deburred under pain of banish- 
ment from interfering in politics, but they 
declare that despite Pretoria terrorism they 
will not keep silence much longer.

“IT learn on high authority that during 
the negotiations at Pretoria regarding Sat- 
urday’s demonstration the British agent 
carefully avoided an admission that the 
British government assented to the public 
meetings act. Hie even suggested that 
Great Britain might test the legality of that 
measure under the London convention. 

“The present position has aroused the 
deepest public excitement known since the 
Jameson raid and it is plain that something 
must be done quickly to terminate a humil- 
jating situation.”

Entombed Miners Pass the Time in 
Playing Games. 
From Cassell’s Saturday Journal 

A mining story would be considered in- 
complete without a harrowing description 
of the sufferings during an under- 
ground catastrophe. People expect it, and 
never doubt that the sensations of the im- 
prisoned miner are accurately pictured. 
But those who have had experience in res- 
cuing colliers from living tombs know that 
the men not always act in the sentl- 
mental manner attributed to them, On the 
contrary not a few of them face their horri- 
ble death smilinely, refusing to give way 
to vain regrets and tears. When a great 
mass of coal fell in a northern pit, com- 
pletely blocking up the side passages, twen- 
ty men and boys were trapped in a remote 
part of the workings. To dig these unfor- 
tunate fellows out a rellef party worked 
madly, but the coal was hard and at thé 
close of the first day the tearful women 
at the pit brow were still waiting for news. 
Another day passed without good tidings, 
and it was not until the third morning that 
a faint humming sound filtered through tne 
frowning blockade of coal. ‘‘They’'re alive!’ 
shrieked one of the party, ‘‘and singing 
hymns to show their faith.’’ 

After that all worked with redoubled en- 
ergy, straining their ears meanwhile to 
catch the chanting of the underground 
choir. It soon Lecame evident. however 
that the miners were not singing at all. 
They were laughing and shouting like chil- 
dren, and the familiar cry of ‘‘Duck’'s oft!” 
was clearly heard by the anxious rescuers. 
Two more hours of superhuman effort fo}- 
lowed, and then the black partitfon gave 
way, revealing the pale and haggard min- 
ers in the very act of playing a game dear 
to the collier’s heart. ‘Hello, lads: we 
didn’t expect to see ye,"’ laughed one of 
them, stooping to replace the lump of coa!] 
which served as the ‘‘duck.” ‘*Ah. reckon 
ye'll stop an’ hev a game wi’ us afore we 
go back?"

LA'S PROPOSAL 
MAS A DUPLICATE 


Two Gelegates Favoring Universal 
Peace Call on President 


LONG PETITIONS PRESENTED 


Churches of the Six Continents Shew 
Copesition to War 


PAN-PRESBYTERIAN ALLIANCE ACTS 


Over Eighty Millions of Christians 
in All Parts of the World Sign 
the Two Papers Which Are 
Left with President 
McKinley. 


Washington, December 29.—A delegation 
presented to the president today two peti- 
tions, one from the great majority of the 
organized Protestant Christian churches of 
the world the other from the Pan- 
Presbyterian Alliance. 

The first petition was signed by the rep- 
resentatives of 145 national and denomina- 
tional churches existing on all the six con- 
Baptists, Congregationalists, Luth- 


and 


tinents. 
erans, Methodists, Presbyterians and Epis- 
copalians unite in their approval of the 
petition. It asks for the reduction of the 
heavy armaments maintained by Christian 
nations, ‘‘ready upon provocation to go to 
war and settle their disputations by blood- 
shed,”’ and also requests the influence of 
the government of the United States in 
favor.of international arbitration as a sub- 
stitute for war. 

The second petition is from the Pan- 
Presbyterian Alliance, which also united 
in the first petition, and which includes 
eighty national and denominational church- 
es throughout the world. This second peti- 
tion asks for “‘a permanent and peaceful 
metihod for the settlement of all controver- 
sies arising between the peoples of the 
British empire and the republic of the 
United States of America.” 

The delegation, in presenting the peti- 
tions, emphasized the fact that both orig- 
inated in the United States, the first for 
universal disarmament in the year 1890, 
with the general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian church, south. The delegation also 
etated that they were not to be regarded as 
“the advocates of a policy of peace at any 
price” or with maintaining the opinion that 
all war is sinful. They quoted the West- 
minster confession to the effect that “civil 
magistrates may rightfully now, under the 
new testament, wage war upon just and 
necessary occasions."’ 

The president was congratulated upon the 
results of the rightful war recently waged 
by the American people in the cause of jus- 
tice and humanity, and the divine blessing 
was invoked upon him as the man ordained 
of God in a great crisis in human history 
to be the leader of this people, and also to 
be instrumental through both war and 
peace for the inbringing of Christ's univer- 
sal kingdom. 

The signers of these petitions represent 
more thhan 80,000,000 Christians in all parte 
of the world, 25,000,000 of whom are Presby- 
terians. 

The president responded cordially to the 
saying that he favored arbi- 
tration as between Great’ Britain and 
America. He also said that he had re- 
sponded promptly to the czar’s proposal 
for disarmament, but that under present 
circumstances the armaments of the United 
States could not now be lessened, but 
would in any event be less than would satis-

ROTHSCHILDS IS ARRESTED. 


CLEVELAND, 0., CLOTHIER HELD 
IN $2,000 BOND. 


The Central National Bank Alleges 
That the Accused Is Guilty of 
Swindling. 


New York, December 29.—David Roth- 
Schilds was arrested today on a warrant 
sworn out at the instance of the Central 
National bank. According to the complaint, 
Rothschilds was the head of the firm of P. 
Rothschilds &. Son, which, until recently, 
conducted a large clothing business in 
Cleveland, O, 

On May 12, 1897, Rothschilds visited the 
Central National bank and offered a note 
“ened by the firm for $5,000), payable 
September 12th of that year, for discount. 
He made a statement that the firm had lia- 
bilities of about $50,000, but possessed as- 
sets of three times that gum. He alee 
fave the bank as security about twenty 
promissory notes of customers {in sums 
ranging from $100 to $300, which the bank 
says Rothschilds claimed were secured by 
chattel mortgages. Their total was $6,250. 

When the $5,000 note became due in Sep- 
tember of last year, Rothschilds & Son as- 
Signed, but the Central bank, with the $6,250 
of notes, felt safe. As fast as the notes 
became due the firm sent them out for col- 
lection, but the banks reported they rould 
not find the drawers of the paper. The 
Central bank thereupon had a warrant is- 
sued for Rothsch¥ds's arrest, charging 
swindling. 

When arraigned in court today Roth- 
schilds declined to make a statement fur- 
ther than to say that he knew nothing 
about any swindling, and it was simply an 
effort to induce or frighten him into pay- 
ing a debt contracted by a firm that had 
made an assignment and was in the hands 
of an assignee. 

White the police who conducted the in- 
vestigation for the district attorney's of- 
fice will make no statement of details fur- 
ther than stated, they say about $100,000 of 
the Rothschilds paper was floated in New 
York. 

Rothschilds was held in $2,000 bail for ex- 
amination on January 3d. 

Not Known in Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., December 29.—It is impos- 
sible to learn anything here about the firm 
of R, Rothschilds & Son, mentioned in the 
New York dispatch concerning the arrest 
of David Rothschilds. No such: firm has 
been in business here within the past two 
or three years, nor do any of the clothing 
merchants know of a firm of that name,

MR. MILLARD WAGNON, OF MIL-

The party left 
Milledgeville on Mr. Wagnon’s little steamer 
and went down to the swamps. Mr. Wag- 
non laid his cocked gumon the ground so 
that he could shake a bush and when he 
picked the gun up a sprig fired it. The load 
took effect in Mr. Wagnon’s forearm, sever- 
ing the main artery. He was alone at the 
time and suffered greatly from loss- of 
bleod. The accident occurred about 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. After’ the 
wound had been bound up by the other gen- 
tlemen the party boarded the boat for Mil- 
ledgeville. Last night Mr. Wagnon said he 
was feeling better and it was thought he 
would pull through, but today at 12 o'clock 
he died from toss of blood.

This was dispensed with on account of the 
fact that the patients would be disturbed 
by people coming in the front doors. 

Wn the day of the dedication ‘Mr. T. 
Gresham, who, with his sister, Mrs. Machen, 
are the donors of the building, will be pres- 
ent and it is very probable that his son wil] 
make a speech. Several of the prominent 
citizens will make addresses on the. day 
that the building is open for use. 

The present hospital has been wholly in- 
adequate for the number of patients and 
the new building will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the city. 

Public Library. 

The public library has undergone a de- 
cided change in the past few days and it is 
now in better condition than ever before.

The rh 
men can tuck his bonds and securities 
under the bed; and the bank depositor 
an shuffle around and evade taxation, 
but the poor man with a few acres of 
Jand, a mule or two and a few cattle 
cannot escape taxation. His property 
is of such a character that it cannot be 
concealed.

Owing to conditions which are now 
upon us, the understanding which wil! 
be reached between the tillers of the 
soil for the coming year will he of more 
importance than ever before in the his- 
tery of the south. The rapid ingrease 
in the productio: o% cotton, running 
fer ahead of the demend for its manu- 
fecture, is something which has this 


Year been made more evicent thal ever. 


The cuitivation of the sail, like veater 
aud air, is one of the original free at- 
trivutes cf life, which neither govern- 
ment nor agreement can limit. There 
is no authority in this government, nor 
fn any other which has ever existed, 
which can prevent the farmer just start- 
ing out from availing himself of the 
cultivation of crops which have been 
the birthright of his father. ‘The only 
force which can be brought to bear is 
that of necessity. 

If the necessity of a diversion of a 
large part of our farming effort to other 
iines than eotton has not been made 
manifest this year, then there is no such 
thing as proving anything. Not only 
have the markets been glutted with the 
product at ruinously low prices, but re- 
ports from all over the cotton belt 
show that flelds are stiil white because 
it did not pay to pick them. Under this 
condition of affairs, not only have we 
lest by our cotton crop, but the land 
owners have been forced into debt 
through necessity of carrying tenants 
and laborers over to another year, and 
thus tenants and laborers in turn are 
in debt for supplies advanced them dur- 
ing the year past. 

All of this leads to the conclusion that 
now, more than ever, is the time for 
those who till the soil to stand together 
with mutual interest in order to re-es- 
tablish themselves for the future. The 
tenant should not forget the landlord 


| upon whom he must depend for the fu- 
ture year, while from all over the coun- 
try we hear that the landlord hag per- 
formed his part by providing for the 
tenant, and now stands bound for it out 
of next year’s crop. Nor is this all. 
Since the exclusive cultivation of cotton 
has shown itself to be suicidal, it is time 
for landlords and tenants, in contract- 
ing for next year’s work, to provide for 
diversification of agriculture, Mither- 
to the landlord has largely insisted upon 
cotton, and the tenant has been gov- 
erned by his wishes. If the landlord 
will now make a change and insist upon 
the delivery of so much corn, potatoes 
or othér products rather than cotton, 
he will go a long step toward solving 
the difficulties of the present situation. 
There is not a tenant farmer, for in- 
stance, who cannot raise more meat at 
almost no cost during the year, than he 
can in cotton, to which he has to devote 
the whole year’s labor. 

The Constitution would urge upon its 
agricultural readers to take these mat- 
ters into deep consideration. There is 
not one of them to whom there is not 
open some market for some particular 
product other than cotton. Ag hag al- 
ready been hinted, itis not through gov- 
ernment agency nor through convention 
resolutions that any improvement can 
be looked for. It must come through 
the separate and independent action of 
each individual, who looks out for some 
market which will pay him more than 
that of cotton. 

Raise hogs, raise chickens, plant corn, 
potatoes, turnips and all the root crops, 
feed them to vour animals and let them 
walk into town upon their own legs. 
There is prosperity ahead for those who 
will court it.

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Currency Reform. 

Representative Charles N. Fowler, 6f 
New Jersey, is one of the few republi- 
cans in the ccuntry who believe that 
their party should carry out its pledges 
With respect to currency reform. His 
view tuat, since the people have 
voted the republicans into power in 
every branch and department of the 
government, the party should fulfill the 
promises it made to the people to re- 
form and improve our currency system. 
He refers to the speech the president 
made in New York a vear ago, in which 
he said that words would no longer 
satisfy the country. 

Ilow, then, are the republicans to car- 
ry out their pledges with respect to 
currency reform? Mr. Fowler says it 
can be done if the president will call an 
extra session of the new congress for 
that specified purpose. ‘According to 
Mr. Fowler, the reason we have. not 
been able to realize currency reform is 
because the matter has never been con- 
sidered separately from other issues. 
It has always been mixed up with other 
subjects, such as the Dingley law and 
other aspects of the tariff question. 

Mr. Fowler is of the opinion that if 
the new congress will take up the ques- 
tion on its naked merits there will be 
no difficulty in pushing through such a 
measure of reform as will be accepta- 
ble to the majority of the people. Lack- 
ing the optimism of Mr, Fowler, we 
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| should nevertheless be glad to see the 
republicans make an honest effort to 
reform the currency. While it is tru 
that present conditions seem to favor 
No action, yet no one knows when these 
conditions may change. It is idle to 
suppose that our manufacturers can al- 
ways undersell their European competi- 
tors; circumstances must inevitably 
cut down our export trade, and then 
we shall have a drain on our gold sup- 
ply. Such a drain would reproduce 
those conditions that were so fatal to 
our business interests in 1893 and the 
suceeeding years. 

The Constitution ig glad to separate 
Mr. Fowler from the group that sur- 
rounds H. H. Hanna. The members 
of that junta have no other object but 
to retire the greenbacks. That is all 
they desire, all they hope for. They are 
not in favor of currency reform: they 
Want currency contraction: and they 
favor an extra session in order to pro- 
mote the interests of those who own 
money. Mr. Fowler, as we understand 
it, is in favor of a credit currency. such 
as The Constitution has advocated in 
its efforts to have the 10 per cent tax 
On state banks repealed—a currency 
based on the credit and character of 
bankers, and a banking system which 
will take into consideration the credit 
and character of borrowers. 

Though Mr. Fowler is a republican, we 
are inclined to sympathize with his pur- 
poses as far as we understand them. 
Any reform that wonld place more 
money in circulation would be better than 
our present system, which outlaws real 
estate, character and credit, and which 
says to borrowers, ‘You are not worthy 
to borrow money unless you are bond- 
holders.”’ 

We hard!v think that Mr. Fowler can 
depend on the active aid of his brother 
repiblicans in carrying out his plans of 
reform.

Demanding Statehood. 

The territory of New Mexico will make 
an appeal to the next congress for ad- 
mission as a state. 

Other territories with much smaller 
population and resources have been ad- 
mitted into the union, one of which, 
Nevada, has been almost extinguished 
by the dry rot. The rapidity with 
which western territories were admit- 
ted to statehood before their popula- 
tion had become homogeneous, or their 
interests had been sufficiently consoli- 
dated, has been a matter of concern to 
those of the older states which under- 
stood more fully the responsibilities 
which statehood carried. The alacrity, 
however, with which’ these western ter- 
ritories were admitted into the union 
disappeared whenever New Mexico was 
talked about, one of the reasons being, 
probably, that New Mexico would be a 
democratic rather than a_ republican 
state, 

Now, that the mantle of our greatness 
is about to be spread abroad, the people 
of New Mexico think that they have 
reached the period where their claims 
might be justly considered. Governor 
Otero. of that territory, had a con- 
versation with the president upon that 
subject a few days ago, in which the 
claims of New Mexico were presented. 
The population of the territory is now 
230,000. There are 2,000 miles of rail- 
road within its borders, and the proper- 
tv located there is assessed at $50,000,- 
O00. New Mexico has an area equal 
to New York, Pennsylvania and. Ohio 
combined, and as its population ana 
wealth are growing larger every day, 
Governor Otero believes that the privi- 
leges of statehood should be granted, 
and in this opinion he is, of course, sup- 
ported by the entire population of the 
territory. 

One of the leading arguments hereto- 
fore used against the admission of New 
Mexico has been that its population 
was largely Spanish speaking. (Consider- 
able progress has heen made, however, 
in the introduction of English. and it 
will be argued that the territory is in 
full condition to be advanced to a place 
among the stars.

Secretry of State Cook Kept Busy Delving Into Records. 
School Commissioner Glenn Writes a Letter.

The oldest and most aristocratic society 
in America—the Society of the Cincinnati— 
is about to be revived in Georgia, and Sec- 
retary of State Phil Cook is being kept 
busy these looking back into the 
moldly files of office tracing family 
trees.

The revival of the Society of the Clp- 
cinnati in the state of Georgia, dormant 
since early in the century, has been unh- 
dertaken. Of the original thirteen state 
societies six huve had an uninterrupted 
existence from 1783 to the present time; 
namely, Mussachusetts,Ne w York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland and 
South Carolina. For various reasons the 
remaining seven societies became dor- 
mant. However, since 1873, when the 
Rhode Isiand society was revived, the 
Connecticut and Virginia societies have 
been received and admitted by the gen- 
eral society, and the Delaware, North 
Carolina and New Hampsire societies 
have reorganized and applied for admis- 
sion, and now await the action of the 
general society in 1898. It only remains 
for Georgia to show a like interest in 
and appreciation of the gallant services 
of those of her distinguished officers 
who fought for the cause of American 
liberty, and by so doing instil new Hife 
into its society, so that it may again 
assume its place among the brethren of 
the Cincinnati.

NOW ON WN UNITED STATES COURT 


Fntite Session Was Devoted to the Case Yesterday, and It Will Be 
One of the Warmest Cases Heard in Some Time 


MOVE TO POSTPONE DEFEATEE 


Traction Enters a Motion To Strlke Mer- 
cantile Co, from Sult 


CONSOLIBATED MAKES HOT CHARGES 
: 


Says the Atlanta Railway Company 
Does Not Come Into Court with 
Clean Hands—Traction In- 
troduces Some Inter- 
esting Affidavits. 


The Consolidated and the Atlanta rail- 
way companies met in legal contest in the 
United States courts yesterday morning 
over the use of the Mitchell street tracks 
of the former company. The day was 
spent principally in reading of the plead- 
ings and affidavits. The argument will be- 
gin today, and is not likely to be concluded 
until some time tomorrow. 

The ltigation wags precipitated by the at- 
tempt of the Atlanta railway company to 
condemn the Mitchell street tracks of the 
Consolidated for the purpose of entering 
the new Mitchell street viaduct, and com- 
pleting its proposed cross-town system, 
Council gave the Atlanta company this 
right, but the Oid Colony Trust Company, 
as trustee for the bondholders of the Con- 
solidated, stopped condemnation proceed- 
ings by injunction. It is this bill that is 
being heard by Judge Newman. 

Both sides made some warm charges yes- 
terday in court. The Old Colony Trust 
Company and the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany, which has lately been made co- 
plaintiff, are being represented by Colonel 
N. J. Hammond; the Atlanta railway com- 
pany by King & Spalding, ang the Consol- 
idated by Goodwin & Westmoreland. In* 
the bill for injunction it wag claimed that 
the Atlanta company has no authority to 
condemn the tracks of the Consolidated, 
and several reasons, which have already 
eppeared in full in The Constitution, are 
appended. 

The Atlanta railway filed a sensational 
cross bill in which it alleged that the or- 
ganization of the Consolidated was illegal] 
in that the state constitution and the char- 
ters of the various companies now con- 
etituting the Consolidated system, for- 
bade it entering any deal whereby monop- 
Oly might be fostered and competition in- 
jured. The attorney claimed that the Con- 
solidated could not attempt to secure equity 
from a court when its hands were unclean. 

The Consolidated hit back at the Trac- 
tion yesterday, claiming that the latter's 
hands were not immaculate It was charged 
that a majority of the stockholders of the 
Traction had attempted to sell out to the 
Consolidated, and that the Traction was 
of doubtful solvency. 

Wanted Hearing on Cross Bill. 

Immediately after court had been ron- 
vened at 10 o’clock yesterday morning, Colo- 
nel Goodwin urged immediate disposition 
of the cross fill filed by the Atlanta rail- 
way company, which sought and secured 
an order preventing the Consolidated from 
tampering with or selling its Mitchell street 
tracks. Colonel Goodwin explained that 
this order would prevent the Consolidated 
issuing its $2,500,000 in bonds January 2, 
as contemplated, and urged the value of 
time to his company. 

Attorney Spalding, for the Atlanta rail- 
way company, opposed Colonel Goodwin. 

“Tt seems to me,” said he, ‘‘the Consoli- 
dated is taking a very selfish view of the 
subject. Here they want the injunction 
affecting their finances dissolved, and allow 
our financial arrangements to be held up 
whilé theirs are free. Time is just as im- 
portant to us as to them. They brought 
this matter in the courts first. We are 
holding the construction of our cross-town 
system, awaiting the disposition of this in- 
junction. We think that all the features of 
this case should be heard together. We 
are not opposing any bond issue of the 
Consolidated. According to their own con- 
tention their new trust deed was executed 
and delivered before December 24th, the 
date when the restraining order was 
granted.” 

Judge Newman held that in view of the 
fact the deed was issued prior to his or- 
der, the Consolidated could issue all the 
bonds it wanted, and refused to hear the 
cross bill separately. 

Wantei a Postponement. 

Coionel N. J. Hammond, representing 
the Old Colony Trust Company, stated he 
had been ill for some time, having had to 
go to Florida, and that he had only two 
days in which to prepare his case. He 
asked for a postponement, but Judge New- 
man decided to proceed with the case, and

Colonel Hammond led a motion to strike 
certain portions of the cross bill of the At- 
lanta railway company.

Referring to the alleged effort of the At- 
lanta railway to

the pubiic in the manner therein claimed 
by it, inasmuch as said defendant, the 
Atlanta railway company, does not come 
into this court with clean hands in this:

to secure bonds amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $300,000, and that if the said Atianta 
Railway Company should be allowed to 
presecute its condemnation proceedings, it 
is doubtful and uncertain whether a large 
judgment on account of such condemnation 
of the property to your orator, which your 
orator should and would obtain, could be 
realized out of said Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany in view of the large mortgage en- 
cumbrance on the same to secure said issue 
of bonds aforesaid, and the smal] Value of

Thereupon the railroads secured 
an injunction, restraining the commission 
from putting the schedule into effect until 
the courts had passed upon the question. 

During the hearing the railways pre- 
sented some interesting tables of traffic for 
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the four years from 18% to 1897 inclusive. 
The roads were able to show that of all 
the traffic carried in North Dakota during 
these four years, less than 3 per cent be- 
&an and ended .in the state, so as to subject 
it to state regulation, while more than 97 
per cent Was interstate, and thereby sub- 
ject to the exclusive control of congress. 
In Minnesota, on the other hand. the av- 
erage of ton miles of local traffic for the 
same period was nearly 47 per cent of the 
total interstate traffic. 

After showing that more than four-fifths 
of the companies’ freight revenue from do- 
mestic business is derived from less than 
carload lots, and that the average haul of 
such business is between eig‘hty and ninety 
miles, while the average haul of the gen- 
eral business of the roads is from 350 to 300 
miles, the court goes on to say thatitisa 
Se.f-evident proposition that these railroads 
cannot maintain lower rates for local busi- 
ness in North Dakota than in Minnesota: 
much less can they maintain for the strictly 
domestic commerce of that state, whirh 
moves in light volume for short distances 
and in small shipments, lower rates than 
are charged for jnterstate traffic which has 
more than fifty times its volume, is moved 
more than four times its distance and is 
hauled chiefly by car loads and train loads. 

The conclusion is that one of two propo- 
sitions must be true.: Either the rates 
fixed by the commission are unreasonably 
low or the interstate rates charged by the 
roads are excessive, for if local rates ought 
to be placed below existing interstate rates, 
then the latter rates, owing to the volume 
@nd character of the business, ought in 
justice to be correspondingly reduced. The 
fundamental question in all cases like these 
is: Will the rates prescribed by the state 
pay the expense of doing the local bus- 
iness and leave to the carrier a reasonable 
compensation upon the fair value of the 
property which it employs in performing 
the service? 

The railroads presented figures for the 
four years, 1894 to 1897, inclusive ,showing 
the total cost of local business and the 
earnings as reduced by the schedule pre- 
pared by the state railroad eommission. 
From these it appeared that the Great 
Northern paid out in operating expenses 
$8.19 for every $100 received from local 
business, and that on the rates fixed by the 
the road would only have 
ceived $87 in place of every $100, or 
less than the expense doing 
Similarly the Northern Pacific would have 
conducted ‘its local business at a loss of 
$13.25 on every $100 of traffic. 

Following the decision in the Nebraska 
rase,.,the court reserved to the state rail- 
road commission the right to apply for fur- 
ther relief in case circumstances shall so 
change that the rates fixed by the commis- 
sioners Will yield to the companies a rea- 
sonable compensation.

In order that people throughout the coun- 
try may make suitable preparation for se- 
curing the bodies of friends and relatives, 
the quartermaster’s department today made 
the following statement: 

“Under a recent act of congyess, the 
quartermaster general is now making prep- 
arations fur the removal of the Lodies of 
our Officers and soldiers interred at and im 
the vicinity of Santiago, Cuba; Ponce and 
other points in Porto Rico, Manila and 
Honolulu. Duly authorized relatives or rep- 
resentatives of the families of the deceased 
soldiers who wish the remains sent to 
their ‘homes are required to at once notify 
the quartermaster general of such desire, 
stating in full the name of the soldier, the 
company and regiment to which he be- 
longed and the address of the town, county 
and state to which the remains are to be 
forwarded, and the name of parties in 
avhose care the remains are to be shipped. 
so that thev can be advised of the date of 
shipment when made.”

It Is Stated That Mr, George W, 
Scott Will Erect One, 


ALEXANDER PROPERTY CHOSEN 


Mr. Scott Is Out of the City but Report 
Is Borne Gut by Facts 


HOTEL TO CONTAIN OVER 200 ROOMS 


Lot at Junction of Peachtree, Broad 
and Luckie Streets Is the Site 
Reported To Have Been 
Bought for the Pur- 
pose. 


There is a well defined report to the ef- 
fect that Atlanta is to have before the end 
of the approaching year.a new hotel that 
will take its place with the costliest and 


most convenient hostelries in the south. 


The new hotei, it is said, is to be erected 


by Mr. George W. Scott, on the property 
purchased by him recently from Mrs. J. 
F. Alexander, at the junction of Peachtree, 
Broad and Luckie streets, and on a portion 
of the property to the north of that. 

The Alexander lot has Leen recognized 
for years ag one of the most convenient 
and appropriate in the city for the purpose 
of a hotel or apartment house, and it is 
understood that the property was purchas- 
ed by Mr. Scott on account of its desirabil- 
ity for such a structure. 

The hotel, it is understood, will be plan- 
ned to contain over two hundred rooms and 
is to cost when completed several hundred 
thousand dollars. The building will be de- 
signed to be a monument to Mr. George W. 
Scott and fur this reason will be put up 
at considerable expense. Although little 
can be learned of the matter, there seems 
to be no doult that the building will be 
erected. 

No better site fot a hotel such as the 
one Mr. Scott is said to intend to erect 
could have been selected anywhere in the 
city than the lot at the junction of Peach- 
tree, Broad and Luckie streets. It is in the 
heart of the city and convenient to street 
car lines everywhere in the Nmits of At- 
lanta. 

The property was purchased by Mr. 
George W. Scott on November 2th, for 
$42,000, which wes considered at the time a 
low figure for property so centrally located. 
A few days after buying the property Mr. 
Seott left Atlanta for ‘his winter home in 
Florida and has not yet returned. 

His son, Mr. G. B. Scott, was also out of 
the city yesterday and neither of them 
could be seen in regard to the plans of the 
hotel it is reported will be put up on the 
Alexander lot. 

The information that the hotel will be 
started in the near future comes from per- 
sons prominent in real estate circles in the 
city, as well as from other sources equally 
reliaLle, and there seems to be little donbt 
but what it was the intention of Mr. Scott 
at the time he purchased the property to 
erect on it a hotel that would be a credit 
to the city. 

In addition to the Alexander lot, Mr. Scott 
bought at the same time a strip of land ad- 
joining it on the north side, from Mr. R. J. 
Griffin, the property on which a two-story 
building new stands, and which, if is under- 
stood, will be occupied, together with the 
Alexander lot, Ly the new hotel. 

The Alexander property, where Dr. T. F. 
Alexander has lived for a number of years, 
was sold by Mrs. Alexander a moth ago 
at private sale, for the reason that she 
was building a home in another portion of 
the city and did not care to be Lurdened 
with renting property. 

Mr. George W. Scott, it is understood, 
has wished for some time to erect in the 
center of the city a structure that would be 
a monument to himself and at the same 
time be an ornament and an ‘honor to the 
city. 

The -hotel that has been proposed and the 
available property that was offered him in 
the Alexander lot was the opoprtunity he 
was looking for, and while he has not con- 
firmed the report directly, there is little 
doubt that in the course of a year Atlanta 
will have another palatial hotel on Peach- 
tree street.

REPORTS OF MUNICIPAL OFFICERS 
SHOW GOOD WORK FOR THE YEAR 


ELECTRICIAN HARPER. 


City Electrician T..J. Harper has com- 
pleted his report of the work done in his 
department for the last year, and will pre- 
sent it to the general counci] at its next 
meeting Monday afternoon. This is one 
of the most important branches of the mu- 
nicipal govarnntent, and Mir. Harper's 
figures are of unusual interest, as the past 
year has been an eventful one in the light- 
ing of the city. 

Mr. Harper is one of the best men the 
city ever had in this capacity, and every 
indication points to his re-election next 
year. He recommends that an extra num- 
ber of lights be arranged for, and states 
that no accidents have occurred in the city 
during the year as the result of ineffective 
e.ectrical equipment. 

The report in full is as follows:

since assuming the office of chief, and the 
twenticth report since the organization of 
the board of health of the city of Atlanta, 
I beg that you will sider it earefully 
and pass such judgment upon it as in your 
wisdom seems best. 

“My predecessor, Captain Thomas FE. 
Veal, on his resignation turned over to 
me the management of the department on 
the afternoon of Friday, August 12th, at 
which time it was in good condition, with 
the exception of the stock, which had an 
extra hard year’s work, and were looking 
bad, owing to the hard continuous work, 
long hauls, wet weather and heavy roads. 
leading to the dumping grounds, This, 
With the natural wear and tear, will tell 
on the best of stock in a very short time. 

‘“Tihere has been so much criticism of 
the expenses of running this department 
that since my election as chief I have 
made a most thorough and critical exam- 
ination of each and every item to make up 
the annual budget. I have been forced 
to the conclusion that there can be no 
reduction of the expenses of the depart- 
ment without seriously crippling the ser- 
vice. Under our present system it. re- 
quires a trip of six to twelve miles to de- 
liver a load of garbage or night soil at our 
crematory, besides the travel and time 
necessary in gathering it up. 

“A 200-ton central crematory, or a long 
time contract with responsible people to 
take the garbage and night soil from or 
near the center of the city on a railroad, 
would enable me to cut down the number 
of wagons and carts and very materially 
reduce the expenses of this department. 

“After a and analytical investiga 
tion of the subject in all its details, it is 
my deliberate judgment that the expendi- 
ture of $30,000 for a central crematory 
would be rood an investment as our 
city ever made. At the oo st we are 
now paying—4 per cent—the $50,000 wiil cost 
$1,200 per year. With a ce Pas crematory 
[ ean cut the expense from ten to fifteen 
times that amount, and give our citizens 
equal or better service. 

“The dumping grouncs, farm 
bles, are in better condition than 
fore. There was a Jarger 
ley, oats. and made 
heretofore, and we have suc: 
ting city water to the 
better protection against 
the expense of pumping 
stock. We have four fire hydrants, four 
nozzles and fifty feet of hose, which en- 
ables us to throw water on any part of the 
stables, feed and houses. This 
reduces our insurance a amount, 
but not as much as it done. 
“The continual rapid growth of our city 
naturally incre: the work of our 
partment, and if the long haul system is 
continued it will be necessary to buy more 
stock and put on more wagons and carts 
for hauling garbage. In my approximation 
sheet for the finance committee of next 
year, I have not added one dollar for this, 
as I confidently expect a change from the 
long haul to a shorter which will not 
only cibviate the necessity of an increase, 
but will enable us to decrease the garbage 
force at least one-third.

New York, December 29.—By Associated

‘Tihe increase in spot sales 
at Liverpool to 10,000 bales received special 
attention in connection with advices from 
New England spinning districts: reporting 
an expanding demand for cotton goods, The 
market closed steade at about the best 
figures of the day, a net gain of 4 to 6 
points. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, December 29.—The market has 
phown little material change today. The 
, general demand for staple cotton goods has 
been of moderate proportions, and in most 
lines of prints and ginghams the demand 
has been light. The tone continues” un- 
brokenly strong, and it is apparent that 
any changes in prices to be recorded for 
some time to come will be in an upward 
direction.

Thomen’s January cotton report, made 
public yesterday, states that the general 
opinion is that the crop has been moved 
more freely than usual from first hands, 
estimates as high as 68 per cent of the 
crop aiready having been sold not being 
infrequent, with the general average of 
such returns ranging from 61 to 64 per 
cent. A significant feature of this report 
is its reference to the wheat acreage. He 
states that the winter wheat acreage is 
being largely increased in the southern 
states, and that present returns, although 
not final, indicate the following increases: 
North Carolina, 15 per cent; South Carolina, 
25 per cent; Georgia, 


36 per cent; Alabama, 
29 per cent; Mississippi. 42 per cent; Texas, 
40 per cent; Arkansas, 20 per cent, 


and Ten- 
nessee, 7 per cent. As a general rule this 
increase in wheat 


acreage will be at the 
expense of the cotton 


acreage. His cor- 
respondents also intimate that the acreage 
under corn and oats will also be materiaily 
increased, which seems not improbable 
in view of the tendency toward apprecia- 
tion in the value of these cereals.

The one 
bullish feature aside from sentiment is the 
small world’s exports for the week indicat- 
ed under six and a half million bushels 
from all exporting countries. <As this is 
under estimated European reqnirements, it 
Was expected to bring higher cables aside 
from a natural response to the sharp ad- 
vance on this side, especially as Liverpool 
has risen about 2 cents, while the American 
market advanced 4 eents per bushel and 
the semi-weekly reports show almost 
the wheat received to be American. The 
situation abroad is much stronger than in 
America, Supplies in sight are very small 
and the movement of new wheat is con- 
siderably under two previous years, and 
since July Ist nearly 30,000,000 of bushels 
behind’ a year ago. A renewed foreign de- 
mand on the seale of the month of Novem- 
ber last and the present bullish sentiment 
would be re-enforced to such an extent that 
higher prices would be inevitable. 


The New York Wheat Market. 


New York, December 29.—The wheat mar- 
ket worked itself up into a high state of 
excitement this afternoon and had a sharp 
up and down movement over a cent range 
in the last hour, leaving off with a final 
collapse and weakness of undertone which 
in fact was its chief characteristic most of 
the day. The public was again either out 
of the market altogether or a good seller 
of wheat, and fluctuations there were large- 
ly determined by scalping operations, Lo- 
cal traders short one minute would be 
brightened by their shadow the next, and 
the sea-saw afternoon market was one re- 
sult of this unsettled feeling ameng room 
operators.

A LEGEND OF THE 
CHATTAHOOCHEE

At that point where the Chattahoochee 
river takes its final plunge from the Pted- 
ria into the plains of 
the southern section of the state, and 
from whence a once turbulent, dashing 
mountain stream pursues its now tranquil, 
dignified course to the sunny southern sea, 
a promontory juts out from the rugged hills 
comprising the eastern boundary of the 
river. This is Lover's Leap, just one mile 
above the city of Columbus, and around 


which is clustered one of the most beautiful 
Indian legends of the many interesting 
stories handed down to the people of this 
section from the red men who once occu- 
pied these hills and valleys. 

High over the mighty stream, which 
dashes and roars and tumbles many feet 
below, is the famed rock from which runs 
the Indian legend, leaped, many years ago, 
the “Young Eagle’ of the Cowetas and 
the “Morning Star’ of the Cussetas, the 
two. lovers the story of whose tragic fate 
has been handed down to this day. 

It will not be long before Lover’s Leap 
will lose its romance. The waters which 
roared and raced so freely in the days 
when the two Indian lovers leaped into 
their depths are to be chained and har- 
nesse@ to do the bidding of man. An im- 
mense dam is to be constructed across the 
stream from the very base of the historic 
rock, this being the site on which the 
plant of the Columbus Power Company is 
to be built. Before the dreams and the 
romance of the spot are succeeded by the 
bustle and the transformation of an ag- 
gressive civilization, it may be well to re- 
count the sad and yet simple story which 
is given down to us by the red men of 
the forest. 

Of all the Indian maidens of the tribe 
of the Cussetas, ‘‘Morning Star’ was the 
brightest, most beautiful and most popu- 
lar. She was the daughter of the. aged 
chief of the Cussetas, an old warrior who 
was brave in battle, famed in council, and 
beloved by his tribe. Time had somewhat 
dimmed the once bright eye of the old 
man, and the flight of years had some- 
what sapped him of his strength; but the 
indomitable spirit was still there, and 
around the council fire none could so en- 
thuse like the old warrior of the forest.

Many a morning the old chief would find 
suspended at his wigwam the most splen- 
did triumphs of the chase and specimens of 
a bold hunter’s skill.

BIRTHPLACE OF PRETTY PEGGY 
O’NEIL TO BE DEMOLISHED. 


Romance of the Irish Lassie of Hum- 
ble Birth Who Rose to the Posi- 
tion of Cabinet Lady.

Peggy O’Neil’s home may fall a victim 
to the iconoclasm of the present day, and 
people who have long pointed out the old 
houses as relics of the past may be sur- 
prised to find some fine morning that one 
of Washington’s most noted landmarks is 
being torn down to make way for a build- 
ing which will these historic edi- 
fices with modern structures. If the state- 
ment made by a prominent real estate man 
proves correct, it will not be long betore 
apartment house will rise on the 
site of what was in olden times known as 
the ‘*Tavern.’’ 

Any one strolling up Pennsylvania avenue 
will notice a row of red brick dwellings 
at the northeast corner of I and: Twenty- 
first streets. But few know that within 
the corner house have wined and dined 
some of the most famous men of the past, 
and that one woman who lived there help- 
ed to make thistory. The spot has vastly 
changed since the days of long ago, when 
*“Billy’’ O’ Neil was the owner of the place, 
and the estate then extended down to what 
is now the market, comprising innumerable 
outhouses and stables clustering about the 
main building. The house was then kept 
as an inn and was widely known as the 
“Tavern,” being the most conspicuous ho- 
tel in town, which was then but a eity of 
coftages and streets of mud. -It was to 
Billy O’ Neil's house that the famous states- 
men of the day repaired each winter with 
their large retinue of children and _ ser- 
vants; here it w that General Andrew 
Jackson was domiciled while a member of 
the senate. 

O’Neil was descended from ancestors of 
that name, whose ancient home had been 
in County Ulster, Ireland. His wife was a 
woman of great beauty and the mother of 
&@ daughter equally gifted—pretty Peggy, 
who set the capital agog over her doings 
when she grew to Woman's estate. Peggy 
saw the light in Washington about the end 
of the last century, at the time when 
Bonaparte was first consul of France. As 
sive grew up she was famed for her charms, 
having soft, brown hair of a chestnut tint, 
clear, rosy’complexion and beautiful gray 
eyes. At a school commencement in George- 
town she was crowned by Mrs. Madison as 
a reward for her graceful dancing.

Professor Edwar4 S. Morse 1s one lec- 
turer who can confidentiy count on a hear 
ty welcome if he ever returns to Atlanta. 
His lecture at the Grard last night on 
“Wonders of Growth in the Animal Kng- 
dom.’ was one of the most charming that 
the Atlanta Lecture Association has ever 
had. He was frequently applauded. 
Professor Morse is one of the few scien 
tists with a sense of humor. He had many 
bright Things in his talk and they were 
quickly caught and keenly enjoyed. Tle 
began with showing how some of the 
lower forms of an‘mal life develop. Some

Speaking of the resemblance between dif- 
ferent species of animals in certain stages 
of development, he said that the young 
turtle and the voung bird are so much 
alike that none but .a naturalist eould tell 
positively which would be turtle and which 
would be bird. Then he drew them, side 
by side, and continuing, he showed the 
transformations Which occur during their 
growth. 

Professor Morse does not argue that man 
is descended from apes but that they 
sprung from the same stock away back 
somewhere in the nebulous past. The child 
when it farst hegins to move on its own 
account, goes on all fours, and when it 
reaches the next stage it stands like an 
ape or an orang outang. 

“When a parent calls his child ‘a young 
monkey,’ he is net so very far from the 
truth,’ said the lecturer. ‘The child is 
very much like the savage. As the ehild 
e2TOWS older, he becomes cruel, he throws 
rocks and shoots with the bow and arrow, 
‘and the invariably helds the bow string 
and the arrow just as the savages do, and 
not as the civilized and gemi-civilized races 
hold them. The boy fills his pocket with 
bright pieces of glass and all sorts of rub- 
bish of no earthly account, but he thinks 
they are valuable and admires them. 

“If you could empty the pockets of 100,000 
boys and ship the contents te Africa, you 
could trade them to the savages there for 
ivory, gold and spices,” sajd the profes- 
sor. 

“When the child runs in the 
tells his mother that he saw a bear in the 
garden, he is simply telling a savage lie. If 
his mother would not break her heart but 
just reflect that her son is simply show- 
ing an ancestral trait, she might take 
comfort because the boy can be educated 
out of that tendency to exaggerate.’ 

Professor Morse imitated the child’s pic- 
ture of a man with a single line for the 
body, two lines for legs, and two crooked 
lines for arms. 

“Go arourd the world,”’ said he, ‘‘and 
everywhere that you find the drawings of 
ancient man, or of the savage races of 
today, you find that their pictures sculpt-
